The T rappists or O rder of the Re­ 
formed C istercians 
has 
long 
been 
known as the most exac ting and asce­ 
tic of all the orders, 
imposing 
the 
ex tra vow- of silence upon its 
m em ­ 
bers— an added anom aly against the 
background of a state noted for 
its 
hospitality and epicurean living. 
The m onastery lies in the Valley of 
Gethsem ani. reached 
by 
a tw isting 
road, scarcely more than a lane, that 
winds from Bardstown for miles ovei 
rolling, uncultivated land, rocky p as­ 
tures alternating with 
woodland 
of 
scrubby black cedars. 
One last 
sw eeping 
bend to 
the 
floor of the valley and the Abbey 
of 
G ethsem ani itself tow ers abruptly be­ 
fore the visitor—a huge, rectangular 
building of dazzling w hite stucco and 
w hitewashed brick, surm ounted by a 
cross and the thin chapel spiit at one 


end. 
At one side of the g rea t gate, over 
which is carved large the words Pax 
In tra n tib u s”, 
lies 
a 
small 
green 
g rav ey ard with its leaden crosses and 
guardian image of the Virgin in 
an 
ivied niche, and on the other a large 
vineyard and garden stretches awav 
to gray b a m s and farm sheds.

far corner one may see several

odically— lay brothers at work.

The fea r of the o u t­ 
come of the revolution of that 
yeai 
caused them to seek a home in a fo r­ 
eign land. 
Hence, at the earnest soli 
citation of Mgr. 
F lag et 
bishop 
of 
Louisville, Ky., they decided to send a 


colony. 
F or this purpose the abbot of Mel­ 
leray placed the Rev. F a th e r Eutropi- 
us Proust a t the head of forty monks, 
who set sail for Am erica from Havre 
in th at year. 
The first years of 
the 
com m unity 
were extrem ely painful, as the fo r­ 
ests and barren lands had to he clear­ 
ed and worked into condition fit for 
cultivation by men wholly unacquaint­ 
ed with the peculiar dem ands 
of 
a 
stran g e country and unfam iliar cli 
m ate, and of a more delicate physi 
cal type than the usual frontiersm an, 
Pope Pius IX erected them into 
an 
abbey in 1850, with the Rev. F ath er 
Proust as abbot, and they became the 
Proto-Abbey of the 
new 
world. 
In 
the next year, 1851, they started 
a 
day school for the poor children 
of 
the neighborhood who had no 
other 
m eans of obtaining an education 
The present brick buildings 
were 
constructed by the 
brothers 
them ­ 
selves—an alm ost 
superhum an 
un 
dertaking, as the im m ense 
quantity 
of 
bricks 
were 
all 
made on 
the 
grounds and the tim b er cut ami hewn 
from the nearby forests. 
To 
these 
n atural difficulties w ere 
added 
still 
g rea ter ones arisin g from 
the C ivil 
W ar while they w ere in the m idst of 
their work.— C om m ercial Appeal.

A t this period, Benjam in H. R eev­ 
es of H ow ard county was lieutenant- 
governor of Missouri, but he had re­ 
signed and gone to 
Santa 
Fe. 
W ¡1- 
liam s then, by virtue of his 
office as 
president pro-tem of the Senate, be­ 
cam e governor when Bates died 
and 
called a special 
election 
to 
select 
B ates’ 
successor. 
John 
M iller 
<>f 
H ow ard County was elected on 
De­ 
cem ber 8, 1825 and took 
office 
the 
following Ja n u ary , giving 
W illiams 
the governorship for five 
and 
ono- 
hfl'f months. 
W illiam s w as bom one-legged, but 
despite this handicap made good as 
a shoem aker, m erchant and 
farm er, 
and am assed a considerable 
fortune 
in his various enterprises. 
He 
was 
born in H ardy 
county 
(now G rant 
county) W est Virginia, F eb ru ary 26, 
1781, and cam e to Missouri 
between 
the years 1818 and 1820. 
He located 
n ear Old F ranklin opposite the p re s­ 
ent site of Boonville. 
L ate in 1820 he was 
one 
of 
the 
proprietors of a 
tobacco 
w arehouse 
a t N ashville in southern Boone coun­ 
ty. 
I*ater he came to Columbia and 
erected the first store 
in 
the 
town, 
close to the present site of the M. K. 
& T. Railw ay depot. 
He w as the 
first 
senator 
elected 
from Boone County afte r its rogani- 
zation. 
He was elected to the senate 
in 7822 and again in 1826. 


A lthough he was an active m em ber 
of the senate, and was ch airm an of 
the com m ittee on accounts, the com ­ 
m ittee on education, and of the com ­ 
m ittee to recommend plans for 
the 
new capitol building, he had no op­ 
po rtu n ity to dem onstrate his s ta te s­ 
m anship. 
It is said th a t he received 
a vote of th an k s for presiding over 
an im peachm ent trial, which requires 
skill and good judgm ent. 
The G ener­ 
al Assembly was not in session d u r­ 
in g his term as governor, and there 
w ere no events which called for 
the 
exercise of gubernatorial functions. 
In 1835, he w as president 
of 
the 


Columbia, which he had home-steaded 
from the governm ent. 


He died Decem ber 30, 1839, at 
the j 
age of fifty-eight and was buried 
in J 
the Columbia cem etery. 
A stone box 
over the grave beais only the name, 
and dates of birth and death. 


W illiams left an estate of nearly a 
thousand acres of 
land 
and several 
town lots in Columbia, Franklin and 
Jefferson City. 
He was 
a bachelor 
and left no will. 
The estate was di­ 
vided am ong num erous heirs. 


E. W. Stpehens, in a biographical 
sketch of 
Williams, 
says: 
‘Despite 
his handicap of having only one leg, 
he am assed a large fortune and rose 
to the highest office in the gift of the

The pride that kept me silent 
as a neglected and unwanted 
child 
stayed with me through life, through 
many vicissitudes, and kept me silent 
even while in a prison cell.

earthly things, I want 
these words said. 
If they 
leave any 
unpleasant atmosphere over my mem 
<»ry, so be it”. 
Only one member of 
his 
family. 
Higgins, shared ‘a kindred 
isolation 
from the family”, Roberts related in 
the will. Higgins was designated 
to 
be the executor without bond.

F a rm Bureau Federation and the A g ­ 
ricultural Extension Service at 
the 
Missouri College of A griculture, De­ 


cem ber 13. 
Possibilities of overproduction of feed 
stuff in the C om Belt was indicated 
by Tolley due to decreased num bers 
of livestock now on farm s. 
A big r e ­ 
duction in the num ber of hogs m a r ­ 
keted was shown fo r the 
past 
year, 
and is much below the low of 1922 to 
1924. 
The 
num ber 
of 
horses and 
mules on farm s has been reduced one- 
third during the past ten years, and 
the num ber of dairy cattle 
rem ains 
nearly constant. 
Although the total num ber of live­ 
stock now on fa rm s has been reduc­ 
ed the com belt farm s are now g e a r ­ 
ed to produce more feed stuffs than 
there are livestock to consume them 
so th at if the 
present 
acreage 
of 
com , oats and hay continues, the in­ 
creasing acre yields will mean 
low 
prices in tim es of bum per crops. 
Supplies com ing 
to 
m arket 
are 
the principal factors affecting price, 
asserts Tolley. 
On this basis, b e tte r 
prices m ight be expected if only 
the 
A m erican m ark e tin g s were consider­ 
ed but the falling off in the 
foreign 
dem and for pork products has 
in­ 
creased the domestic supplies so that 
prices have continued low. 
The fo r­ 
eign m arket is im portant 
in d e te r­ 
m ining the price paid t a the produc­ 
ers, but is less easily estim ated than 
is the domestic m arket. 
This is be­ 
cause only three or four 
men m ust 
m ake the estim ate for the whole 
of 
Europe. 
Beef cattle are not a t the to p of 
th eir 20-year cycle, says Tolley, and 
the supply p retty largely determ ines 
the price.

He pre­ 
dicted that the mineral depoalts would 
eventually yield tremendous wealth, 
but that many adventurers would suf­ 
fer heavy losses before that time ar­ 
rived. 
Less than 30 years later, In 
1868, a report showed that there were 
80,000 people In the district; that 112 
copper companies, with invested capi­ 
tal of more than $16.000.000 had paid 
dividends of over $5.000,000, and that 
the Michigan Iron mines, opened but 
12 years before, were producing one- 
fifth of all the iron smelted in the 
United States. 
The first mine of great value to be 
discovered was named Mlnesota (note 
one n) which established an immedi­ 
ate reputation because near its sur­ 
face was found the biggest block of 
solid native copper in the history of 
mining. 
Samuel O. Knapp, who dis­ 
covered and explored this deposit, was 
prospecting In the snow when he 
found It. 
The astounding thing about the 
block was that it proved to have been 
cut off from a vein of copper also five 
feet thick, that descended straight into 
the mine. 
It was like a tiny chunk 
sliced from a huge rope of taffy. When 
this mass of native copper, the larg­ 
est ever found, was finally Isolated it 
was 
found 
to 
he 
46 
feet 
long 
at its greatest length, 18V4 feet broad 
at Its greatest breadth and to have 
a maximum thickness of 8*4 feet. 
It 
weighed over 600 tons. At 15 cents a 
pound, which copper often commands 
today, it was worth $160.000. Twenty 
men worked 23 n*onths extracting and 
cutting up this single “lump” of cop­ 
per. * No smelting or refining was 
necessary. 
It was all “velvet” over 
and above the costs of labor and 
transportation. 
This strike was followed hv a new 
rush of manpower and capital into tha 
now-famous copper diatrict of north­ 
ern Michigan.

MONKS OF KENTUCKY 
HAVE ROMANTIC BAST 


Like a quaint medieval 
survival, 
transplanted from some peasant sec­ 
tion of France, 
there 
stands 
near 
Bardstown, Ky„ what is said to be the 
only Trappist monastery in the U nit­ 
ed States. 
T>espito its apparent lone­ 
liness and remoteness from the his­ 
toric traditions of the 
order, 
it has 
played a real part in the development • 
of the Blue (Jrass State. 
The Trappists or Order of the R e-1 
formed Cistercians 
has 
long 
been 
known as the most exa«ting and asce­ 
tic of all the orders, 
imposing 
the 
extra vow of silence upon its 
mem- 
l>ers 
an added anomaly against the 
background of a state noted for 
its 
hospitality and epicurean living. 
The monastery lies in the Valley of 
Gethsemani, reached 
by 
a twisting 
road, scarcely more than a lane, that 
winds from Bardstown for miles over 
rolling, uncultivated land, rocky pas­ 
tures alternating with 
woodland 
of 
scrubby black cedars. 
One last 
sweeping 
bend to 
the 
floor of the valley and the Abbey 
of 
Gethsemani itself towers abruptly be­ 
fore the visito r- a huge, rectangular 
building of dazzling white stucco and 
whitewashed brick, surmounted by a 
cross and the thin chapel spirt at one 
end. 
At one side of the great gate, over 
which is carved large the words ‘Pax 
Intrnntibus”, 
lies 
a 
small 
green 
graveyard with its leaden crosses and 
guardian image of the Virgin in 
an 
ivied niche, and on the other a large 
vineyard and garden stretches away 
to gray ham s and farm sheds. 
In a 
far corner one may see several 
bent 
figures in brown cowls hoeing meth­ 
odically— lay brothers at work. 
According to the present abl>ot 
of 
Gethsemani, an Alsation. the 
T ra p ­ 
pist Monastery at Melleray, 
France, 
in 1848 became so overcrowded 
that 
it was necessary 
to 
establish 
ont 
somewhere else. The fear of the out­ 
come of the revolution of that 
year 
caused them to seek a home in a for­ 
eign land. 
Hence, at the earnest soli­ 
citation of Mgr. 
Flaget 
bishop 
of 
Louisville, K>\, they decided to send a 
colony. 
For this purpose the abbot of Mel­ 
leray placed the Rev. Father Eutropi- 
us Proust a t the head of forty monks, 
who set sail for America from Havre 
in that year. 
The first years of 
the 
community 
were extremely painful, as the for­ 
ests and barren lands had to he clear­ 
ed and worked into condition fit for 
cultivation by men wholly unacquaint­ 
ed with the peculiar demands 
of 
a 
strange country and unfamiliar cli­ 
mate, and of a more delicate physi­ 
cal type than the usual frontiersman, 
Pope Pius IX erected them into 
an 
abbey in 1850, with the Rev. Father 
Proust as abbot, and they became the 
Proto-Abbey of the 
new 
world. 
In 
the next year, 1851, they started 
a 
day school for the poor children 
of 
the neighborhood who had no 
other 
means of obtaining an education. 
The present brick buildings 
were 
constructed by the 
brothers 
them ­ 
selves—an almost 
superhuman 
un­ 
dertaking. as the immense 
quantity 
of 
bricks 
were 
all 
made on 
the 
grounds and the timber cut and hewn 
from the nearby forests. 
To 
these 
natural difficulties were 
added 
still 
greater ones arising from 
the Civil 
W ar while they were in the midst of 
their work.—Commercial Appeal.

BANK AT COFFMAN, MO.. 
SOLVENT, CLOSES DOORS 


Farmington, 
December 
24.—The 
Bank of Coffman, 
at 
Coffman, Mo., 
in Ste. Genevieve 
County, 
eighteen 
miles southeast of Farmington, vol­ 
untarily closed its doors on last Sat­ 
urday after haring paid off 
its 
de 
positors almost to the last dollar. 
It 
simply quit 
business 
because 
the 
hanking business in 
such 
a 
small 
hamlet was no longer a profitable en­ 
terprise. 
The stockholders expect to 
realize more than par value on their 
holdings in the bank. 
The Farm ers’ 
Bank of Farmington will collect the 
outstanding notes and finally close up 
the affairs of the Coffman Bank 
for 
its stockholders. 
The Coffman 
Bank 
was organized in 1912 and for a num­ 
ber of years did a flourishing 
busi­ 
ness for a small country town hank. 
The Farm ers’ Bank, which is acting 
as 
liquidating 
agent, 
according to 
its last published statement, 
had re 
sources of $750,000.

Floyd C. Shoemaker 
Abraham J. Williams, who died De­ 
cember 
30, 
1839, 
was 
Missouri’s 
third 
governor. 
When 
Governor 
Frederick Bates died on 
August 
4, 
1825, Williams, 
who 
was president 
pro-tom of the Senate, became chief 
executive and served until the succes­ 
sor was inaugurated five and one-half 
months later. 
At this period, Benjamin H. Reev­ 
es of Howard county was lieutenant- 
governor of Missouri, hut he had re­ 
signed and gone to Santa 
Fe. 
Wil­ 
liams then, by virtue of his 
office as 
president pro-tem of the Senate, be­ 
came governor when Bates died 
and 
called a special 
election 
to 
select 
Bates’ 
successor. 
John 
Miller 
of 
Howard County was elected on 
De­ 
cember 8, 1825 and took 
office 
the 
following January, giving 
Williams 
the governorship for five 
and 
one- 
h»lf months. 
Williams was bom one-legged, hut 
despite this handicap made good as 
a shoemaker, merchant and 
farm er, 
and amassed a considerable 
fortune 
in his various enterprises. 
He 
was 
born in Hardy 
county 
(now Grant 
county) NVest Virginia, February 26, 
1781, and came to Missouri 
between 
the years 1818 and 1820. 
He located 
near Old Franklin opposite the pres­ 
ent site of Boonville. 
Late in 1820 he was 
one 
of 
the 
proprietors of a 
tobacco 
warehouse 
at Nashville in southern Boone coun­ 
ty. 
Later he came to Columbia and 
erected the first store 
in 
the 
town, 
close to the present site of the M. K. 
& T. Railway depot. 
He was the 
first 
senator 
elected 
from Boone County after its rogani- 
zation. 
He was elected to the senate 
in 1822 and again in 1826. 
Although he was an active member 
of the senate, and was chairman of 
the committee on accounts, the com­ 
mittee on education, and of the com­ 
mittee to recommend plans for 
the 
new capitol building, he had no op­ 
portunity to demonstrate his states­ 
manship. 
It is said that he received 
a vote of thanks for presiding over 
an impeachment trial, which requires 
skill and good judgment. The Gener­ 
al Assembly was not in session dur­ 
ing his term as governor, and there 
were no events which called for 
the 
exercise of gubernatorial functions. 
In 1835, he was president 
of 
the 
first agricultural 
fair organized 
at 
Columbia, and was at that time liv­ 
ing on a farm seven miles south 
of 


Columbia, which he had home-steaded 
from the government. 
He died December 30, 1839, at 
the 
age of fifty-eight and was buried 
in 
the Columbia cemetery. 
A stone box 
over the grave bears only the name, 
and dates of birth and death. 
Williams left an estate of nearly a 
thousand acres of 
land 
and several 
town lots in Columbia, Franklin and 
Jefferson City. 
He was 
a bachelor 
and left no will. 
The estate was di­ 
vided among numerous heirs. 
E. W. Stpehens, in a biographical 
sketch of 
Williams, 
says: 
‘Despite | 
his handicap of having only one leg. j 
he amassed a large fortune and rose j 
to the highest office in the gift of the j 
State”.

AT ODDSWITH FAMILY

The death of Theodore Roberta of the 
stage and screen has lifted the cur­ 
tain on a secret of his life.

“There are so many reasons 
why 


fa r m e r s should follow a system 
of 
crop rotation that they should not be 
overlooked. 
Trials at the 
Missouri 
Experiment Station show that land in 
rotation of corn, small grain. and clo­ 
ver loosens soil by erosion only one- 
sixth as fast as land kept in continu­ 
ous corn. 
Another advanatee of a Rood «Top­ 
ping system is that it permits use of 
n legume like clover, soybeans, cow- 
t>eas, or alfalfa in the system

enough to 
supply 
abundant 
nitro­ 
gen in the soil and to provide protein 
f«»ed for animals. 
There is no way t<»

HB first account of copper’* exist­ 
ence in upper Michigan wta pub­ 
lished In Paria la 1836 la a atory from 
one of the curly French trader*.

described the copper country ae 80 1 
or 100 leagues from the land of the 
Hurons. Father Allonez, a missionary 
priest, also told of the copper do- | 
posits, and a famous mine has been | 
named for Mm. An Englishman, Alex- i 
ander Henry, formed a company la 
1771 and started mining operations, 
afterwards abandoned. 
In 1887. 200 years after the exlat- , 
ence of copper In Michigan wne 
known, that state objected to being 
given the upper peninsula, for lte 
people wanted Instead to have In­ 
cluded In their state a part of the 
present state of Ohio, Including the 
•lte of Toledo. 
Dr. Douglass Houghton, whose name 
Is borne by a city on Lake Superior 
and by the Mlchlgsn State School of 
Mines, began systematic explorations 
of the copper country In 1884 and pub­ 
lished hi* first report In 1841. He pre­ 
dicted that the mineral deposit* would 
eventually yield tremendous wealth, 
but that many adventurers would suf­ 
fer heavy loesea before that time ar­ 
rived. 
I>eee than 30 years later, la 
1860, a report ahowed that there wore 
86,000 people In the district; that 112 
capper companies, with Invested capi­ 
tal of more than $16.000.000 had paid 
dividends of over $6.000,000, and that 
the Michigan Iron mines, opened hut 
12 yeere before, were producing eoe- 
flfth of all the Iron smelted In the 
United States. 
The first mine of great valne te be 
discovered wes named Mlnesota (note 
one n) which established an Immedi­ 
ate reputation because near Its sur­ 
face was found the biggest block of 
solid native copper in the history of 
mining.
